The customary respectful phrases in 


the opening and closing are omitted 
and the document is otherwise uncer- 
monious in employing the direct per- 
sonal pronoun. 


The address arraigns the bureauo- 


cracy and reminds the emperor that 
his pledge to convene an assembly is 
slow of fulfillment. " 


It says the country is on the verge of 


a civil war and even ventures to criti- 
cize the royal measure, contrasting the 
increase of police power to the 
ukase 


of last Saturday with a weakening of 
administrative process which the coun- 
try has been led to expect. 


There is intense interest as to wheth- 


er the Czar will receive a 
petition 


couched in such terms. 


The following are some of. the ex- 


tracts of the address: 


"Sire: 
Russia has been drawn into 


a disastrous war 
by the 
criminal 


abuses and negligence of your coun- 
selors. 


"Our army is powerless, our fleet 


has been annihilated, but more men- 
acing than this extreme peril is the 
prospect of a civil war by your peo- 
ple against all the vices of a danger- 
ous and ignorant bureaucracy." 


The address declares that the em- 


peror's reform intentions have been 
distorted and miscarried while the po- 
lice have been given unrestricted pow- 
er. The address will not be published 
in the newspapers,, but its contents 
will be spread with the rapidity char- 
acteristic of Russia. 


Throughout the address 
the word 


"majesty" is not used and there is not 
a single conventional expression of 
loyalty.

EN or twelve years ago when Ambrose Bierve's "Prat- 


tle" was the delight of such readers of the Examiner 


as had not been unfortunate enough to incur the unfavor- 
able notice of that writer, one of the pictures he was wont 
to draw was that of a horde of Mongolians pouring across 
Bering straits streaming down through Alaska and Brit- 
ish Columbia, and swarming over this country, leaving 
deatn and devastation in their train. 


Probably the majority of his readers did not take Bierce 


seriously en this subject, and certainly those wro did 
placed the arrival of the yellow deluge hundreds or thou- 
sands of years behind the veil of futurity. Yet in the tri- 
fling space tmbraced in a decade of years things have hap- 
pened that may well cause the thoughtful American to 
look with an eye of apprehension upon a picture that in 
but recent years evoked no more than a vague glance of 
amusement. 


I a war but little more than a year old the hitherto 


despised ration of Japan has successfully coped with one 
o£ the most pewerful nations of Europe and has proved 
herself the superior of her occidental foe in every branch 
of modern warfare. Russia may eventually win, wearing 
out her antagonist by sheer weight of numbers and super- 
ior financial endurance, but no matter how the struggle 
ends the events that have transpired up to date show that 
we have a new and dangerous element to be reckoned with 
in the orient. 


If Japan should win probably her first ?tep would be the 


drilling of the hordes of China in the arts of modern war- 
fare. If Japan should lose, still the fight she has made 
must have its significance in the eyes ot China, and the 
latter nation, knowing herself to be greatly superior in 
numbers and wealth to the Japanese, would be tempted 
to follow the latter, first, in her imitation and adoption of 
western methods of warfare, and, second, in the desire 
to try conclusions with her Caucasian tutors. 


And Gcd help western civilization if that long-sleeping 


Chinese dragon should awake to a sense of his power and 
the desire to use it. The advent of Attila, the Hun, the in- 
vasion of the Goths and Vandals, would be but holiday ex- 
cursions compared to the blighting passage of the yellow 
Hordes from across the Pacific. The flight of an army of 
locusts would leave more behind it than would the march 
of the plundering hosts of impoverished Mongolia. 


Whither would their fottsteps tend? Would they fir-st 


invade the already pauperized Hindoostan, or would they 
roll thtir columns through the route foretold in Bierce's 
di-smal picture, and make for this land of milk and honey, 
of gold and silver? 


And once having invaded the United States, would they 


retire with the spoils of war. or would they settle down 
and occupy the land? 


It may all be a wildly fantastic dream, this yellow 


peril, but it is not beyond the bounds of possibility that on 
that day when Macaulay's New Zealander shall sit on an 
arch of London bridge and sketch the ruins of St. Paul's, 
the white population of Reno shall consist of a mere 
handful, living in brick houses down on the ditch, with 
1 hot tamale" and "frangfurter" signs where "chop suey" 
and "Chinese noodles" now send forth their inviting 
aromas.

sidering the advisability of building a 
million and a half or a two million 
smelter plant in the southern section 
of the state to handle the refractory 
ores of Tonopah and other mining dis- 
tricts.

A sequel to 
their presence is found in the fact that 
there has been considerable agitation 
among the independent mine owners 
of the state looking to the construc- 
tion of a smelter at some point

'It is a well established fact," said 


a well known mining1 man, discussing 
the matter yesterday, "that the smelter 
trust does not build smelters excep 
where it is compelled to by the mine 
owners who band themselves togethe 
and form a plan to put up an inde 
pendent plant. 


"They then step in and if the busi 


ness is in sight will build a smelte 
themselves, but it is seldom that the> 
build branch plants unless they se 
that tfiere is a, chance of the busines 
getting a-s\ay from them. 


"Since the first of the year ther 


has been a. great deal of talk about th 
new camps of a new smelter to be pu 
up by the owners of the southern Ne 
vada Amines.

_.-nment civil service health commis- 
sion on the Hawaiian Islands, was a 
visitor in Reno yesterday and gave the 
Journal some decidedly interesting ob- 
servations respecting the

large numbers upon the islands. 


"Togo's victory," said

"has caused the average Jap to set 
his cap at an angle of 45 degrees and 
become more cockey than ever. The 
Japanese laborers in Hawaii, after the 
victories secured by the Japanese land 
forces In the capitulation of Port Ar- 
thur were very much elated over their 
own importance and it was a hard mat- 
ter to keep them within due bounds. 


"The Jap now realizes that he is 


occupying a position in the world when* 
before he was of a nation that was 
icarcely known in computing the world 
powers. 
"Our present Chinese exclusion law 


should be amended so as to keep out 
the Japs. The Chinamen are decidedly 
a better class of labor than the Japa- 
nese, and the Japs are positively a 
menace. In the islands the owners of 
plantations are obliged to employ Ja- 
panese, as the Chinese exclusion act 
prevents the importation of laborers 
from China to work on the plantations 
The Tap<? are unreliable and since I 
have been away from the islands they 
have been creating considerable dis- 
turbance, demanding higher wages and 
shorter hours. On the other hand the 
Chinese laborer is to be depended upon. 
If he makes a contract to work for a 
year or six he may be depended upon 
to carry out that contract. With the 
"little brown men" this is not true. 
The Japan?si- are not to be compared 
to the Chinese in the matter of re- 
liability and honesty.
